Bonn kills 
bid to cut 
_.| aid to Israel

BONN, — The Bonn Government 
is letting it be known, that it plans 
ὯΔ changes in its easy-term capital 
ald to Israel at the rate of 140 

million marks annually. 

This was learned yesterday fol- 
lowing suggestions in part of the 
Wert German press that this figure 
ia too high, and thet Israel should 
no longer be considered in the ca- 
tegory “Of a Ceveloping nation, 

The conservative ‘rankfurter 
Allgemeine” a few days ago printed 
a front-page article claiming that, 
as of next year, Bonn’s development 
aid to Jerusalem would reach the 
two billion mark level. 

The paper said this figure had 
been set by former Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer and Israel Premier 
David Ben-Gurion when they met at 
the Hotel Astoria in New York on 
March 14, 1960, and «vas aimed at 
replacing Bonn's formal financial 
reparations t» Israel for Nazi 
crimes In the Hitler era. 

Subsequently, some circles in the 
Christian Democratic opposition 

Party accused the Bonn administra- 
tion of disguising {its poltttical aims 
with money which should be an 
marked for purely economic 
poses of developing the world's a 
nations. 

The implication is that Izrael does 
mot deserve the West German funds, 
at least not at the current level, be- 
cause they are in reality a substitute 
for reparations, 

In this connection the “Frankfur- 
ter Allgemeine” recalled Bonn's re- 
cent pledge to 1 Tugomavin of 700 
milion marks in capital aid over 
the next years, which 15 also con- 
sidered an attempt to satisfy Bel- 
grade’s claims for compensation for 
wartime Nazi crimes.

The government is considering 
the expropriation of a tract of 
land east of Neve Yaacov for the 
construction of . an additional 
45,000 apartments. 

Arye Baron, director of the 
Housing Ministry’s Jerusalem 
District, told Mr. Rabin the new 
development would be on empty, 
non-arable land.

Katzir chides 
absent tour

Presidert Ephraim Katzir yester- 
day in Jerusalem presented “Out- 
standing Promoter of ‘Tourism” 
awards to 24 hotels, travel agents, 
tour operators, stores and car rental 
agencies. But he also roundly ad- 
monished afx other award winners 
who boycotted the ceremony. They 
stayed away in protest against what 
they claim is the Government’s 
failure to act in the current tourism 
slowdown, 

The President said the six, all 
members of the Israel Aksociation 
οἱ Tour Operators, displayed poor 
citizenship in snubbing an invitation 
to the President's Office, the highest 
In the State. 

He said he realized they did not 
mean ἐο “punish” the President ‘but 
to exert pressure on the Government 
in what they consider just and 
important issues. But the failure to 
respond to the invitation involved 
more than just a trace of bad 
manners and disrespect towards an 
institution symbolizing the people's 
unity. As far as he waa aware, he 
added, this was the first time that a 
citizen of Israel declined to accept 
such an invitation. 

Five tour operators were among 
recipients of the award in the 
ceremony held at the Presidency 
yesterday. But only one of them — 
Koppel Tours — is a member of 
the Association and ignored the ‘boy- 
cott. The six who stayed away were: 
Peltours, Daphne Tours, Ophir, 
Meditrad, Albany and Travex. 

The Minister of Tourism, Moshe 
Kol, said in opening yesterday's 
ceremony that there was awsreness 
of the tourism industry's difficulties, 
but it was in a far better situation 
than the old, established tourism 
centres of Europe, where the slump 
was more than 30 per cent.

PARIS (Reuter). Israel’s ‘Am- 
bessador to France, Asher Ben- 
Natan, said yesterday he would 
ascertain to what extent ier? τ was 
pared to supply Israel with new 
ae when he sees President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing tomorrow. 

The Ambassador, who returned 
here after consultations in Jerusalem 
on ‘France's decision to lft ie 
Middle East arms embargo, said: 
“We must tnd out what the criteria 
for arms sales will ‘be and then see 
what arms to buy.” 

President Giscard d’Estaing’s gov- 
ernment has stated that arms sales 
to Israel and the front-line Arab 
natlons are now authorized on a 
“gese by case basis.” 

Mr. Ben-Natan told reporters on 
arrival that his country was interest- 
ed in acquiring combat aircraft for 
the next decade. 

The U.S. has been Israel's chief 
suppHer of weapon since General de 
Gaulle imposed the embargo at the 
outbreak of the Six Day War. 

Asked about an improvement in 
Franco-Israeli relations, Mr. Ben- 
Natan said, “Everything depends on 
the way the raising of the embargo 
is applied, and whether it will lead 
to an arms race in the Middle Hast. 
I think that at present there is a 
certain balance of forces in the area 
which should not, in the interests of 
peace, be disturbed.” 

French Foreign Minister Jean 
Sauvaenarzues is scheduled to visit 
Israel in the second ‘half of next 
month — the first French cabinet 
minister to go there since the crea- 
tion of the Israeli state in 1948.

CAIRO. -— Mashhour Ahmed

Canal Authority, has announced

Turkey issues threat 
over massacres 


ISTANBUL, — Turkish Prime MI- 
nister Bulent Wecevit said yesterday 
Turkey would be forced to take 
“serlous measures” in Cyprus if the 
massacre of the Turkish Cypriots 
continues. : 

Ε: at a news conference, 
Beevit was referring to mass graves 
near the Turkish Cypriot village of 
Marathe, unearthed by Turkish 
troops in the last few days. He aaid 
these constituted a “concrete and 
bloody” example of atrocities against 
Turks by the Greek Cypriots. 

In another report of atrocities Tur- 
Kish Cypriot authorities sald yes- 
terday they have asked the United 
Nations to investigate the alleged 
slaymg of up ta 49 Turkish Cypriot 
men near the southern coastal town 
of Limassol. ᾿ 

A Turkish Cypriot spokesman sald 
there is an eyewitness report of the 
alleged massacre in an open field 
near Limassol in the Greek Cypriot 
zone. He said the men were ma- 
chinegunned and buried by Greek 
Cypriot national guardsmen. 

“We have asked the United Na- 
tions to investigate but the Greek 
Cypriot police will not allow them 
near the site," he said. t 

If confirmed, 1: would be the third 
major mass greve uncovered on the 
island since Turkish forces invaded 
it July 20. In addition to the grave 
at Maratha, Turkish Cypriots found 
@ mass grave in Aloa, in the same 
area abjut two weeks ago. They 


claimei {t contained 67 bodies. 

Meanwhile, at Maratha, digging 
continued.

— Tea, Britain's 
traditional drink, is losing ground 
to coffee, and the natives’ consump- 
ticn of hard liquor is golug up by 
Jeaps and bounds, 2 Government re- 
port said. 

The Ministry of Agriculture sald 
consumption of whisky, gin, rum 
and other spirits had imcreased by 
53 per cent between 1970 and 1973, 
with every person now drinking an 
average of 4.3 pints a year, 


Wine, made popular in Britain by 
more vacations on the Continent, 
is now flowing down the average 
British throat at the rate of 11.2 
pints a year, 

Beer, once regarded as a most 
British beverage, showed a  con- 
sumption increase of only 10 per 
eent, with drinkers imbibing an 
average of 197 pints a year. 

Tea consumption, however, slum- 
ped by 13 per cent from 1976 to 
1973, and coffee gained ground. 
High prices also forced Britons to 
eat less beef and mutton, bat 
consumption of pork and pouitry 
increased. Oniy 41.4 pounds of the 
roast beef of old England was 
eaten in 1973 by every man, woman 
and child compared with 44.3 
pounds in 1970.
